Dissolving Chloride of Lime. 





When chloride of lime is to be used for 
bleaching purposes it must be dissolved in 
water. This solution must be free from lumps, 
for if a lump of lime were caught in a fold of 
the goods and not washed out again, it would eat 
a hole in them.

Stirring does not accomplish 


used, it is a different matter, since then the so- 
lution must be frequently poured off and fresh 
water added, to extract as far as possible its 
active constituents. It has been found that a 
fine brass sieve with a wooden stirrer is the 
best thing for breaking up the lumps and dis- 
solving the bleaching powders. In a wooden 
tub containing water a sieve is placed so that 
the water is about an inch deep in the sieve ; a 
handful 
sieve and rubbed through with the wooden 
pestle. Nearly all will go through the sieve, 
and the hard substances and pebbles can be 
picked out and thrown away. After the water 
has taken up a certain quantity of the chloride 
of lime, it can no longer be rubbed through 
the sieve, and at this point fresh water must 
be added.

It is then left at rest, and the 
lime settles to the bottom, so that the super- 
natant liquid may be drawn off by means of a 
tap.

The drawing shows the design of an 
improved machine for calendering or finishing 
paper at one or both sides and for registering 


the quantity of paper passing through the ma- 
chine, which consists of an upper hollow 
heated steel roll, an intermediate hollow 


heated steel roll, and a lower paper-roll, means 
for revolving the upper roll at greater speed 
than the intermediate roll, and means for 
winding and unwinding the paper. The ma- 
chine consists, secondly, of means for regis- 
tering the number of sheets passed through 
the machine. 

A A represent the supporting standards of 
the machine. The standards A A are provided 
with vertical guide recesses for the bearings of 
the three calendering rolls, the upper and in- 
termediate steel rolls B and B,, and a paper 
roll,

The upper and intermediate rolls, B 
and B’, are made hollow, and provided with 
hollow axles 4, that extend through their bear- 
ings, 0’.

horizontal shaft that turns in bearings of one 
of the standards, the opposite end of the shaft 
being provided with radical arms successively 
engaged by a projecting pin or stud on the 
gear-wheel that imparts rotary motion to the 
lower paper-roll. 

When sheets are to be calendered, they are 
fed over a table, H, supported on detachable 
brackets, H’, at the feeding end of the machine, 
to a pair of feed rolls, one of which receives 
rotary motion by a belt and pulley transmis- 
sion from the shaft of the paper roll B®. Back 
of the upper feed roll, H, a transverse deflect- 


ing plate is arranged on the table to guide the 
sheet of paper upward and over a transverse 
roller supported in bearings at the rear end of 
the fulcrumed levers, H’, the front ends of 
which are acted upon by springs, 4°. The 
sheet of paper is next taken up by the calen- 
dering rolls, BB’, which exert a tension on the 
sheet of paper that is stretched taught between 
the feed rolls, roller and calendering rolls BB’. 
The levers H? are thereby lowered, and a pawl 
pivoted to the rear end of one of the levers, H’, 
dropped into a ratchet wheel. 

When the sheet has passed over the roller 
the springs raise the levers H’ and cause 
thereby the turning of the ratchet-wheel for 
the distance of one tooth. The shaft of the 
ratchet-wheel actuates, by a transmitting worm- 
wheel and gear, a pointer that indicates on 
a dial the number of sheets which have 
passed through through the machine. In this 
manner the sheets that are calendered on the 
machine are registered in a regular manner.

A riparian 
owner is not obliged to show the existence 
of an ancient mill in order to maintain action 
for the diversion of a stream to the manifest 
detriment of its power if desired for mill 
purposes. He is entitled to hold the undimin- 


ished benefits of the stream passing through his | 


premises. Adjoining owners on a stream have 


no right to divert or detain a certain portion of | 


the water to the damage of other owners ; each 


may use so much, and in such modes as are 


consistent with the rights of neighboring pro- 
prietors.

Heated pressure rolls have been used here- 
tofore for calendering paper and other fabrics, 
and devices for registering the length of the 
continuous paper-roll passing through the ma- 
chine are old and well known; but the feature 
of this machine is the combination of heated 
calender rolls with a lower revolving paper- 
roll, whereby paper may be calendered at one 
or both sides, also the device by which single 
sheets may be registered.

A lower proprietor, not having secured the 
right, in building a dam cannot compel an 
upper proprietor to close up a ditch into which 
no water flows, at the ordinary height of the 
stream ; and if subsequently the former ob- 
tains this right, this does not impose the duty 
upon the ditch owner to restore the original 
conditions. The right of flowage given by 
statute without creating any easement in the 
lands of the others affected, according to the 
laws of Massachusetts and Wisconsin, does

But he cannot 
erect machinery requiring more water for its 
operation than it naturally supplies, operating 
this machinery by a pond supply that dis- 
charges unusual quantities to the detriment of 
those below. The fact that a proprietor par- 
tially obstructs the flow of the water for his 
own mill does not prevent his bringing an 
action against a lower proprietor who main- 
tains a dam at too great a height. The stop- 
page of water at its head, where it first begins 
to flow in its natural channel, is as unlawful as 
obstructions at lower points. 

Riparian proprietors have legal rights in 
reference to the quality of the water on which 
they adjoin. If a mill-owner permits drift- 
stuff from his mill, or dirt admixtures, of which 
his operations are the cause, to overflow his 
neighbor's lands and injure his rights as user 
for milling purposes, he is liable for the dam- 
age, whose measure is the cost of removal, if 
it be less than the value of the property ; if 
greater, then the difference in the value. The 
plaintiff cannot recover for consequential in- 
jury that might have been remedied by timely _ 
action on his own part. Neither economical 
convenience nor usage can be plead, however, 
by defendant in bar. In the case of the 
Brinsop Hall Coal Company an_ injunc- 
tion of restraint was allowed before the 
company had polluted a clear stream on 
which the riparian proprietors had a pre- 
scriptive right to use the water for mill pur- 
poses. Justice Fry said that the rights of 
plaintiffs are not limited to the present enjoy- 
ment ; its future value and the possible injury 
by pollution are not calculable, and are there- 
fore irreparable by common law. In general, 
where two persons act independently as to the 
production of an injury, they are not jointly 
liable. An action for causing the waters of a 
lake to overflow plaintiff's land, by the main- 
tenance of a dam across one branch of the 
outlet, lies, even if on another branch of the 
outlet another dam was subsequently erected 
by a third party acting separately, though 
neither dam alone would have caused the injury. 
An obstruction to a stream is an exception to 
the rule that prevents one tort feasor from re- 
covering from another, when both contribute to 
the injury ; aud the fact that one mill-owner 
obstructs the flow of water to his own mill does 
not prohibit him from recovering damages from 
those who cause additional obstruction. Ina 
case where a mill proprietor had obtained the 
right by written agreement from the riparian 
owner to use the water through a goit running 
through the latter’s land to his mill, and a weir

Ithink that the coming meeting of the 
Association is attracting more attention than 
in some former years. The local papers have 
considerable to say about it, showing that the 
paper makers are making it more or less the 
subject of conversation, and the Springfield 
Republican will send a special reporter to Sara- 
toga at the time of the meeting. Business is, 
no doubt, depressed just at present in some 
lines. Many of the mills have all they can do, 
and orders ahead, while in some offices more 
orders would be welcome. Some concerns 
have such a variety of product and so many 
outlets for their goods, that they are not afraid 
of a little dull spell, but there are others which 
cannot command so wide a market on account 
of their more limited production. This differ- 
ence will cause a diversity of sentiment if a 
discussion of the question of curtailing pro- 
duction occurs at the meeting. It is said that 
Secretary D. P. Crocker, of this city, is going 
to resign ; but it is to be hoped that he will 
not insist on doing’so. There would not be 
many chances in a hundred that a better sec- 
retary and treasurer would be found. The pa- 
per business in the West, judging from re- 
ports that come here, is dull, but with bright- 
ening prospects. The crops are so good that 
general trade must be excellent this fall, and 
although the mills are turning out more paper 
than ever, there is not much evidence yet that 
the country will not need about all of it.

The forming roll drops automatically when 
pulp of the required thickness is wound around | 
it.

cident a few days ago. While oiling the 
washer gears to the engine his clothing caught 
and was nearly torn off. He escaped, how- | 


ever, without very serious injuries. 


An accident occurred at William Barber & 
Brothers, Georgetown Paper Mills, George- 
town, Ont., Canada, on Tuesday of last week, 
whereby one man lost his life. The rotary 
boiler was to be filled, and a man named 
Alexander entered the boiler; he not return- 
ing, another man named McGraw went in to 
see what was the matter and found Alexander 
suffocating, and before getting him to the man- 
hole McGraw also succumbed to the influence 
of the gas in the boiler. A. M. Martin, super- 
intendent of the mill, next went in and got 
Alexander to the manhole and then he also 
yielded to the influence of the gas. Men were 
then let down into the boiler with ropes and 
Mc- 
Graw did not recover, but the other men were 
resuscitated. The boiler had stood unemptied 
for four days with the manhead on; it had 
been revolved and emptied, but the gas does 
not appear to have gone out with the stock. 


the three unfortunates were hauled out. 


The accident is said to have been probably 

caused by the fermentation of the printers’ ink 

in the stock forming carbonic acid gas.

(and it is a somewhat extensive one) points to 
this : So long as the brickwork at the sides of 
the boiler is perfectly intact, so as to compel 
all the gases of combustion to pass threugh 
the tubes before they reach the top of the boil- 
er, and the water is good, the influence of the 
flue is #i/, because if the boiler is properly 
proportioned the temperature in the flue cannot 
much exceed that of the steam in the boiler ; 
and if the boiler is badly proportioned, the 
deposit of ashes which soon collects on top of 
the shell protects it, in a great measure, and 
this very protection is sufficient to prevent any 
super-heating of the steam. But as soon as 
the side-walls begin to heave, as they almost 
always do, and crowd away from the boiler 
shell, then the fire takes a short cut up past the 
side of the boiler into the flue, the draft is 
sufficient to carry away the ashes at the points 
where the openings are, and the exposed por- 
tion of the shell gets Sometimes, 
when the feed-water is very acid, the over- 


‘ scorched.’ 
heating, while hardly violent enough to burn 
the plates, is just sufficient to bake all scum on 
the surface of the water on to the shell above 
the water-line, beneath which coating corrosion 
goes on with surprising rapidity. 

‘* We have seen boilers set in this way, with 
a coating several inches thick above the water- 


| line, after they had run only a year, beneath 
which the plates were eaten nearly half-way 
through, while other boilers in the same room | 


had been running under the same circum- 
stances, with the single exception that the flue 
did not pass back over the shell, for upward 
of fifteen years, and only showed very slight 
traces of this action. This seems to us to be 
conclusive evidence of the injurious action of 
this form of setting, aside from the liability, 
at any time, of the side walls becoming so 
badly disarranged that actual overheating and 
fracture therefrom may occur.”

But here again the investigator must 
be more than careful to not confuse gravity 
with friction, for gravity has an apparent in-

Producing Steel Plates. 


Dr. Henry Muirhead, president of the 
Physiological Society of Glasgow, has recently 
brought before that body some particulars of a 
method of manufacturing steel plates for ship- 
building and boiler-making purposes that is of 





not a novel cne. It is the invention of Joseph 
Whitley, of Leeds, who has erected works for 
prosecuting the manufacture. Briefly describ- 
ing the process, Dr. Muirhead said a hollow 
metal cylinder, lined with ganister or other 
brick, revolves at high speed, the axis being 
horizontal. A gutter or rhone perforated with 
holes passes into the interior, along its whole 
length. Into this gutter is poured molten mild 
steel, which, escaping through the holes, is 
carried around by the swiftly-revolving case, 
and is formed into an inner cylinder of steel 
an inch or more in thickness. The cylinder, 
while still hot, is drawn, cut across by means 
of a saw, put into a rolling-mill, and rolled to 
the length and thickness required. In his com- 
munication to Dr. Muirhead on the subject, 
Mr. Whitley wrote as follows: ‘‘ Suppose I 
wish a plate for ship-building ; then given a 
mold 5 feet in diameter and 5 feet long, in it I 
cast a cylinder an inch thick. This, when 
taken out and cut, is fully 15 feet long and 5 
feet broad. It is then rolled down to half an 
inch in thickness. Such a plate is then 30 feet 
long and 5 feet broad. The present mold is 9 
feet long and 5 feet in diameter. With it, yes- 
terday, Friday, 7th March, I successfully cast 
| a mild steel shell weighing about 30 cwt.”

YP longitudinal rows of cotton cord stays or flexible rivets, 
driven vertically through the plies. This cord, when inserted, is cut to project about one-fourth of an inch from both sides 





of the belt ; these heads are then imbedded in the rubber coating of the duck, under pressure ; the outer covering is then ee 
applied, and the whole vulcanized together. The object of this improvement is to overcome the fault in stitched or sewed 
belting, viz.: the breaking of the stitches, and consequent saptsetinn of the plies, caused by the stretching of the belt. 
By our method no strain can be brought on the flexible stays, as each cord rivet is independent and is kept in place 
by the unyielding head-fastening ; therefore these cord stays follow the stretch without changing position, and firmly hold —DEALERS IN— 
the plies together under the greatest strains.
